When the call came from Freaident

Notwithstanding all the good argu- 
mnt* that hav# been offered againat 
the evila of excessive smoking, it can 
hardly be claimed that the Imiiitia en¬ 
tirely responsible for the production 
of cancel of the lips, mouth or throat, 
way* the New York lleruld. Since the 
illness of Uen. oiunt it bua been the 
popular belief that the dreaded dis¬ 
ease from which he suffered was canned 
by Ills overbidulgeneo in tobacco.

The farts, however, in these cases do 
not by any means confirm the theory. 
It was well sqtUrd in Uen. Grant's ease 
that tobacco la itaelf was not the in¬ 
itiative cause of his throat trouble, but 
merely induced a subsequent aggruvn- 
tlon of symptoms by the extra irrita¬ 
tion of the smoke passing over the al¬ 
ready diseased surface. 

It is quite true that cancer of the lips 
is very common among pipe smokers, 
but the rial factor of harm Is not the 
tobacco or nay special poison it may 
contain, but the |iersi*trnt, localized Ir¬ 
ritation of the pipestem. Clay pipe*, 
above all othefa, are particularly harm¬ 
ful, as they are the mo«l easily heated, 
have a rough surface for the lip. nre 
mostly used by per-- 1st cut smokers mid 
arc usually bald stationary on one side 
of the mouth, all of which tends to 
focalize nnd Intensify the irritation 
which determines the malignant 
growth. The first Indication of the ills- 
mm la a watfiry patch on the lip at the 
usual point Of contact with the pipe- 
atsrn.
